INSTALLING THE BATTERY 

1 . Press down on the battery cover, near the cushion of the left 
headphone, and slide it off in the direction of the arrow. 

2. Piace one AAA aikaiine battery (not suppiied) in the compart- 
ment as indicated by the poiarity symbois (+ and -) marked 
inside. For the best performance and iongest iife, we recom- 
mend RadioShack aikaiine batteries. 

3. Repiace the cover.

FCC STATEMENT 

Your headset radio might cause TV or radio interference even when 
it is operating properiy. To determine whether your headset radio is 
causing the interference, turn it off. If the interference goes away, 
your radio is causing it. Try to eiiminate the interference by: 

• Moving your radio away from the receiver 

• Contacting your iocai RadioShack store for help 

USING THE RADIO 

Slide the sides of the headband in or out to fit the cushions over your 
ears. 



E-BASS OFF/ON — switch to 
ON for enhanced bass sound or 
to OFF for normal sound 


FM/FM ST./AM - switch to 
select the desired band (For 
stereo sound on FM stations, 
set it to FM ST.) 


VOLUME — rotate to adjust 
the volume (see “Listening 
Safely”) 


AM.FM Tuner - rotate to 
select the desired station 



POWER ON/OFF - switch to 
turn the radio on and off 


Listening Safely 

To protect your hearing when using your headset radio, set the vol- 
ume to the lowest setting before you begin listening, then adjust it to 
a comfortable level. Wearing headphones while driving a car or 
riding a bicycle can create a traffic hazard and can be illegal in some 
areas.
